PICTORIAL HISTORY OF THE 
BRIGHTON RAILWAY MURDER. 


THE CROWN COURT AT 
MAIDSTONE 


(where Percy Lefroy Mapleton, alias Lefroy, has 
been tried for the wilful murder of Mr. Gold on the 
Brighton Railway, June 27 last) is faithfully mirrored 
in our page Illustration of sketches in Court taken 
by our Special Artist. With deep interest was the 
first appearance of Lefroy on Friday, Nov. 4, looked 
forward to. The favoured audience to whom tickets 
of admission had been vouchsafed had long since 
taken their places, and from gallery or side sents 
were peering down into the well of the court 
with an interest that an hour's waiting had not 
one jot diminished. Тһе counsel who were en- 
gaged in the case, and many who had nothing 
whatever to do with it, were huddled together round 
a little semicircular table covered with green baize, 
just at the Judge’s feet. The Lord Chief Justice, 
himself brilliant in scarlet, ermine, and gold chain, 
was in his place; the High Sheriff of the county was 
by the side of his Lordship; even the chaplain to 
the Sheriff, brave іп a wonderful robe, had taken а 
seat, and there was intense silence when 


LEFROY ENTERED, 


and made his bow. Lefroy had, it is true, no painted 
sereen ‘or curtain from behind which to make his 
appearance. His entry was from the depths 
below, ара devious staircase, behind bars and 
spikes. But it was not the less dramatic, for 
all that. With every eye fixed upon him, but 
Without faltering in the slightest, he emerged

into view, and, advancing to the front of the stage 
which he had come to occupy, bowed to ће assembled 
Court. But what а stage upon which to make so 
courteous an appearance! An irregular four-sided 
space, hemmed in on every side by iron spikes, 
rigidly guarded by policemen, and furnished with but 
three or four wooden chairs—a kind of cage similar 
to that in which wild beasts are confined. Stay; 
there was on one chair something to indicate con- 
sideration—it was the only thing, and deserves notice. 
A green foot hassock had been placed upon the rough 
seat, and it was for the latest arrival in the court 
that the hassock was intended. 


THE CHARGE, 


Then the Clerk of the Arraigns, in the technical 
terms of the indictment, uttered the words “ Percy 
Lefroy Mapleton, you are charged with wilfully, 
and of your malice aforethought, killing and 
murdering Frederick Isaac Gold, at, Balcombe, on 
the 27th day of June, 1881;” and in the usual 
words the prisoner was called upon to plead. Durin 
this time Lefroy stood with his hands behin 
him, respectfully inclining towards the Bench; and 
having answered the appeal with the words, 


“NOT GUILTY,” 


in a subdued but sufficiently firm voice, he took his 
seat upon the chair that had been provided with a 
carpet cushion for his accommodation. : 
Lefroy was deadly pale; his smooth, dark hair, 
and dark, though thin, whiskers and moustache, 
contrasting strongly with the whiteness of his skin, 
A peculiar worn and weary look around the eyes 
betokened the effects of his long continement ; but in 
other respects he exhibited a remarkably small degree 
of concern in the seene that was passing. Crossing 
his arms in an easy and not ungraceful attitude, he 
sat with chin slightly depressed, turning his head 
neither to the twelve men on his right, who had 
to decide upon his fate, nor to the little box on the 
left, where the witnesses for the Crown were destined 
all day long to testify against him and stand the 
brunt of such questioning as Mr, Montagu Williams 
might in his discretion choose to put to them. Never- 
theless, acurious observer mightnow and then perceive 
that he cast out of the corner of the eyes quick 
glances in both these directions, ^ These half- 
involuntary acts, together with a slight change of 
posture at long intervals, or a momentary passage 
of the left hand to the mouth when а short cough 
proved troublesome, were really the only movements 
that he made between then and luncheon-time, and 
again till the rising of the Court, at about a quarter 
to six. 
Тһе case against Lefroy has taken up some days of 
the Court. But the main features were soon stated 
on the Friday in the clear speech with which 


SIR HENRY JAMES OPENED THE CASE 
FOR THE PROSECUTION. 

The Attorney-General said Mr. Gold was in the 
habit of travelling to London from his residence ‘at 
Preston Park, near Brighton, every Monday, and 
returning by a particular train. He travelled to 
London on the morning of the murder (June 27), and 
visited a shop in Walworth, where he was in the 
habit of calling to receive money. He received about, 
£38 on the day in question, and banked about the 
same amount at his bank in Whitechapel. He then 
returned to London Bridge Station to catch the 
express train, and was seen to take his seat in a 
first-class smoking compartment of а composite 
carriage. Only three first-class tickets were issued 
by that train, and they would all be spoken to as 
having been returned in the usual way. It would 
seem that whilst passing Horley a woman named 
Brown and her daughter saw 


A STRUGGLE GOING ON IN THE TRAIN, 
and that had probably been proceeding all the way 
from Merstham tunnel, à distance of some eight 
miles, for on entering the tuunel Mr. Gibson, а 
chemist, of Brighton, heard the

sitting, and in the carriage in which Mr. Gold 
travelled, mistaking them at the time for fog signals, 
Mr. Gold was-never again seen alive. The train

thought that he had been the injured person. The 
story of his visit to Brighton might easily be told. 
He was treated throughout as an injured man, and 
by that means was enabled to reach his own home at 
Wallington, whence he immediately disappeared ;

and some articles of his property were found at dif- 

ferent points along the Іше for sóme miles nearer 
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Brighton, and there was also found а collar near the 
railway, and other articles, which he believed he 
should-show were the prisoner's. The collar was 
covered with blood, and these facts showed really 
that a murderhad been committed by some person and 
that the murderer had been disposing, as far as he 
possibly could, of nlltraces of a struggle. 


MR. GOLD HAD UNDOUBTEDLY BEEN SHOT, 
for a pistol-bullet had been discovered in the mur- 
dered man’s body, and he should be able to show 
that upon the day of the murder the

in the Borough, with whom he wasin the habit of 
pledging goods. He had pledged many articles trom 
time to time in the name of Lee, varying the Christian 
name and address, and upon the very day of the 
murder a pistol was redeemed which had been pledged 
in the name of Lee, and the pawnbroker’s assistant 
would say that the prisoner was the man who re- 
deemed the pledge. Then they found him at London 
Bridge, hastily scanning the passengers in the train 
jn which Mr. Gold was seated. He travelled by that 
train there could be no doubt, and in theecarriage 
where violence had been going on before the train 
reached Brighton, and it would be shown that

in that compartment. The action of the prisoner 
return to Wallington could be explained.

He remained in his 
lodgings for a few minutes only, just time enough to 
change his blood-stained clothes, and, saying he was 
going to see a doctor to have his wounds dressed,

He never went toa doctor; but some days afterwards 
took lodgings at Stepney under an assumed name, 
and was there discovered and apprehended, after he 
had been keeping, as it were, in solitude for some 
days. The Attorney-General then said he would not 
refer to the minor incidents of the evidence, but he 
thought it could be clearly established that the 
prisoner was in the carriage when the murder was 
committed. He himself said he had been struck 
down; but, if so, how did he come into possession of 
the murdered man's property, and, being in pos- 
session of it, where was it now? There was 


NO TRACE WHATEVER OF A THIRD PARTY IN THE 
COMPARTMENT, 
although he believed that that would be the line of 
defence which would be taken; and if there was 8 
third party, why did not the prisoner give up Mr. 
Gold’s property and hurl his accusation at the third 
party, and assist in Lis discovery, instead of dis- 
appearing altogether? Не believed that his dis- 
pearance would be attributed to other causes. But 
this he would not refer to at present. All, Sir Henry 
James said, he would ask was а close consideration of 
the facts as they would appear in evidence, and the 
chain of circumstances which would be first of all 
related to them. 
The opening speech of Sir Henry James was 
remarkable for its conciseness. It lasted but an hour 
and ten minutes in all, and was marked by а studied 
moderation, while in lucid order it unfolded the story 
with which we are now all so well acquainted. 


MRS. GOLD’S EVIDENCE. 


With the exception of a surveyor called to give 
technica) evidence regarding the accuracy of the 
measurements on а certain pian, the first witness 
called was Mrs. Gold, the widow of the deceased. Her 
appearance m deep mourning, standing within a few 
yards only from the man charged with bringing irre- 
parable loss and sorrow, and desolation into her home, 
awakened a perceptible movement of sympathy; but 
she told the sorrowful story of her last parting with 
her husband, and narrated in answer to questions 
the simple facts of the daily routine of his quiet, 
inoffensive life, with no token of vindictive feeling, 
speaking throughout, nevertheless, with a sad com- 
posure both of tone and manner more moving, 
perhaps, than even violent outbursts of grief. From 
first to last she encountered no single glance from 
the pale-faced prisoner at the bar, who sat through 
her evidence motionless with folded arms. It is 
needless to say that in cross-examination counsel 
dealt gently with this witness, the chief questions 
put having reference to the admitted fast that her 
husband was а strong and healthy man, though, in 
the theory of the prosecution, he succumbed after a 
long struggle with the slightly-built prisoner; and 
also to the existence of a brother of the murdered 
man, who at one time was wont to collect the moneys 
which since then Mr. Gold had been accustomed to 
collect himself. 


THE EVIDENCE OF MRS. AND 
MISS BROWN, 


who saw the struggle that looked like ‘‘larking”’ 
between the two men jn а compartment of a carriage 
of that very express-tram near Horley; of Catherine 
Cross, who paid Mr. Gold on the fatal Monday the 
sum of money ; of Gilbert, the cashier of the White- 
chapel Branch of the London and Westminster 
Bank, showing how the murderer was baffled in his 
expectations of booty through Mr. боја having paid 
in the money received; all these, together with the 
story of Mr. Wm. Gibson, the Brighton chemist, 
who heard the shots in the next compartment and 
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imagined they were fog signals, and of the little 
army of railway and police officials who came again 
to bear witness against the accused, told little which 
was not in all probability well known to nearly every- 
body in court, but the sharp cross-examination *o 
which they were now subjected for the first time 
nevertheless imparted а certain air of freshness to 
their reappearance. 


THE HAT DIFFICULTY, AND 
THE WATCH EVIDENCE. 


There are no fewer than three hats which figured 
in this case. There was the “high hat” deposed to 
as being upon the head of the prisoner when he 
arrived blood-stained, wounded, and collarless at the 
Preston Park Station. ' There was the “tall” hat, 
identified by Mrs. Gold as that of her late husband, 
picked up by Edward Tulip, the plate-layer, on the 
line immediately after the passing of the two o'clock 
Brighton express, one mile from the Burgess-hill 
Station. Lastly, there was the round or billycock 
felt hat also found оп tlie line by the lad Winter in 
the presence of other witnesses the moment after the 
same train, then slackening its speed, as so often 
described, passed him near Hassock’s-gate, which isa 
mile or two nearer to Brighton than the point at 
which the tall hat was found. Some of the witnesses 
materially disagreed on the subject of Lefroy’s hat. 
«6 He wore а low felt hat," said William Franks, the 
ticket examiner from London Bridge. ‘‘ He had on 
a high hat," said Harry Bolton Sewell, the ticket 
booking clerk; and thus they left the Court to infer, 
before their cross-examination was over, that they 
trusted more to imaginationthan memory. Severely 
though Mr. Montague Williams sought to ridicule 
Franks for the minuteness with which he described 
Lefroy’s clothing and uppearance, the evidence of 
this important witness was not shaken. Second in 
importance was the testimony of ‘Thomas Watson, 
the guard of the train, He described the blood- 
stained appearance of Lefroy on the platform at 
Preston Station; and deposed to the discovery of the 
gold watch in Lefroy's shoe :— 


The prisoner was low shoes, out of one of which 
the piece of chain was! Isaid, “ What have you 
got here 7” and І took hold of the chain and pulled out a 


watch. The piece of chain was from four to seven inches 
ong. The watch was a gold one. The prisoner said, * I 
know about it; I have been ated on the way.” 

The clear statement of the able Station-Master at 
Preston Park (Mr. Alfred Joseph Hall) strengthened 
this link in the chain of evidence, as did the 
testimony of Mr. Gibson, ticket collector at the same 
place. Late on the first day the prosecution called a 
witness, one Mr. Weston, describing himself as an 
estate agent at Brighton. Mr. Weston, who isa 
middle-aged gentleman, somewhat resembling Mr. 
Ryder, the actor, had nothing to tell save that in the 
Townhall, in the presence of one of the officials 
named Hooper, he had ‘passed his thumb” over 
the wounds in Lefroy’s head, observed that the 
wound over his eye was no gunshot wound, but 
more like the * prop" or “prod” of an umbrella, 
pointed out ‘ the bloody finger-marks iu the neck ” 
and the large quantity of blood on his back, and said 
that he (Lefroy) “must have had hot work of it 
while i& lasted," and that he **ought to be hand- 
cuffed." Some excitement was caused when covnsel 
asked leave to recall certain railway and borongh 
officials, who, it appenred, had no recollection what- 
ever of seeing Mr. Weston, eitherrim orontside the 
court, on that occasion. During th 8 seene Lefroy 
awoke at last from his lethargic state, the gas jets 
near the dock, which had just béen lighted aud Were 
flickering іп the draughty atmosphere of the court, 
showing for the moment something approaching to 
a smile upon his pallid features. 

Without wearying the reader by a recapitulation 
of what all the witnesses on Saturday said >16 may be 
remarked that а great part of Monday morning was 
occupied with the well-known details of What 
occurred when the prisoner accompanied the railway 
officials to the police station at the, Brighton Town- 
hall, thence to the hospital, where the wonnds on his 
head were dressed and bandaged, and finally back to 
his lodgings in the house of his cousin, Mrs. Clayton, 
and her husband, at Wallington, in company with 
Sergeant Holmes. The production of the prisoner’s 
coat, left behind in his flight, with. the pawnbroker’s 
tickets in the pocket, which have played so соп- 

icuous n part in the inquity, brought out the fact 
that the wounds were sufliciently slight on the night 
of Lefroy’s disappearance for him to dispense with the 
bandages, which were found in another pocket. ‘The 
evidence of Mr. Bond, ofthe Royal College of Surgeons, 
giving the details of the post-mortem examination, 
produced a deep impression as fact after fact gave 
unmistakable indication of the deadly character of 
the strugsle which, whoever may have been the 
assailant, is known to have been prolonged while the 
train covered at least eight miles of ground, passing 
the while in the broad light of a _suminer afternoon 
through the busy and important Red-hill Junction. 


THE RAILWAY CARRIAGE 
VIEWED. 


On the suggestion of the Lord Chief Justice, the 
jury, accompanied by the Under-Sheviff, Mr. 
Scüdamore, devoted the time ordinarily allotted to 
Juncheon last Saturday to a careful examination of 
the railway carriage, which, with one or two others 
forming the train in which Mr. Gold travelled, was 
awaiting them at the adjacent terminus of the 
London, Chatham, and Dover line, the tarpaulin 
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being removed for the purpose. Тһе carriage, 
which, as so often described, is one of four 
compartments, in the second of which Mr. 
Gold and his assailant travelled, was apparently 
almost a new one. It looked on Saturday brighter 
and fresher than might have been expected from its 
dismalassociations; butthe ghastly evidences of the 
scene that had been enacted within its narrow space 
could not escape the attention of the most unob- 
servant, though the heavy blood-stains on the floor 
near the door of the off-side had lost their original 
colour. Тһе alarm-bell indicator, which is just over 
the centre seat facing the engine, is beneath the hat- 
rack, and is somewhat lower than is usual. It is, 
indeed, hardly above the level of the sitter's head. 
The bullet-mark, still visible, being not completely 
imbedded and surrounded by powder specks, is in а 
little miniature panel to the left of the head of one 
sitting under the indicator. 

The suggestion of the evidence, however, is that 
the murdered man was first assailed by a pistol shot 
fired within a foot only of the spot, just below the 
right ear, from which it was found to have 
penetrated into the back of the neck, and that, con- 
trary, no doubt, to the murderer's expectation, this 
wound, which was cunningly calculated to cause 
but little blood, neither proved fatal at once nor 
prevented Mr. Gold recovering sufficiently to wrest 
the pistol from the grasp of his assailant after other 
three shots had been fired.

EVIDENCE OF THE 
CLAYTONS AS ТО LEFROY'S 
WHEREABOUTS ON JUNE 24. - 


‘Towards the close of Saturday's proceedings, there 
was a rather remarkable occurrence. Ап effort on 
the purt of Mr. Montagu Williams to get rid of the 
suggestion that Lefroy was the customer who 
pawned the revolver Тог 5s. on June 21 in the name of 
** William Leigh, of Southampton-s: reet, Peckham," 
and who redeemed the same article only a couple of 
hours before the departure of the Brighton express 
from the adjacent London Bridge. Terminus on the 
very morning of the murder, led to this painful 
incident. This arose upon the cross-examination 
of the witnesses, Mr. nud Mrs. Clayton, in whose 
house, as already stated, the prisoner lodged. Mr. 
Montagu Williams elicited from this witness, 
apparently upon instructions, certain  minutel 
circumstantial statements tending to prove that 
Lefroy had not left home at all оп June 21. Then 
was seen the very unusual spectacle of counsel 
cross - examining with severity the witness he 
had himself called into the box, Sir Henry 
James rising for this purpose with something 
approaching to indignation in his tone and 
manner. The hesitating reasons given by this wit- 
ness for having withheld this testimony so long, the 
observations of the Lord Chief Justice thereupon, 
and the rebuke finally administered from the. Bench 
tended to throw strong доп upon their evidence. 
During the whole of these painful inquiries the man 
whom they most concerned sat as before in his chair 
in the dock with folded arms, almost motionless, and 
betrayed little token of consciousness of what was 
passing around him.

The production on Monday of the light overcoat 
found in Lefroy's lodging with the right arm com- 
pleteiy saturated with blood from the wrist to above 
the elbow, and of the trousers, of which the front of 
the right leg was almost equally stained, evidently 
engaged the close- attention of the jury—the 
suggestion of the prosecution being that no such 
stains could possibly be accounted for by the com- 
paratively slight wounds upon the head and neck, 
which were attributed by Lefroy at Brighton to the 
mysterious countryman, or third person. | 

The evidence was then taken of а Lewes hatter, 
who had compared the tweed cap which Lefroy wore 
on leaving his lodgings with the police with the now 
famous hard felt cap found on the line near 
Hassock's Gate, and who declared them both to be 
of the size technically known as 6j—one, the 
witness said, was a full and the other a bare size. 
'These being compared again with the tall hat which 
he wore while in jail, the latter was shown to be only 
one-eighth larger, the witness pointing out that it 
was, for the reasons given just above, too large for the 
prisoner. 


MR. MONTAGU WILLIAMS'S 
SPEECH FOR THE DEFENCE 


was made on Monday. It was an excecdingly clear 
and able address. When his experienced and clever 
counsel lifted his resonant voice on behalf of Lefroy 
then, for the first time that morning, the pale-faced 
prisoner at the bar relaxed his attitude of stolid 
unconcern. During the quarter of ап hour's pause, 
he had risen to hold a conversation in whispers with 
his solicitor over the spiked bars at the side of the 
dock. He had soon resumed his seat in the cross- 
armed and somewhat downcast attitude which he has 
assumed almost throughout the trial. No sooner, 
however, were the clear tones of Mr. Montagu 
Williams heard calling attention to this stripling— 
this man in the spring-time of life whose fate was in 
the hands of the jury—than the acqused turned 
towards him, raised his head, and fixed upon his 
advocate a look, still worn and weary about the eyes 
but manifestly deeply attentive. Thus he remain 
with scarcely a perceptible change throughout the 
address. 

Mr. Williams glanced at the absence of evidence 
that the prisoner knew anything of Mr. Gold, or of 
his habits of travelling with much cash by that very 
train on that very day of the week; commented on 
Lefroy’s unaccountable imprudence, supposing he 
was the assassin, in carrying address cards, pawn- 
brokers’ duplicates, flash sovereigns; in commencing 
the day with what ће stigmatised as the mean and 
shabby fraud upon the Wallington stationer, so 
likely to direct suspicion to him, and in taking his 
place in the carriage in the presence of the ticket- 
collector Franks, who admittedly knew him, and was 
equally well known to Lefroy. The failure to find

SIR HENRY JAMES'S REPLY 


was а calm, forcible review of the evidence, which, 
he claimed, substantiated the case against the 
prisoner. Тһе unstable hypothesis that Lefroy had 
arranged to go to Brighton with *Sadady У was soon 
swept away by the logic of the Attorney-General. 
Why, in Humanity’s name, was not this ‘* lady" 
forthcoming in the witness-box? pungently asked 
Sir Henry James. The slight bearing this palpable 
afterthought had on the case іп its main features 
was evident. The Attorney-General maintained 
that it had been clearly proved extreme want 
had driven him to the mean misdemeanour 
of the early morning of June 27 at Wallington, 
and the committal of that fault had prepared the 
way tor the supreme crime. Beyond a doubt, the 
prisoner was with the murdered man while the 
murder was committed, and had upon his person 
marks of a struggle for life. He was found also in 
possession of the watch of the murdered man, and 
that secreted upon him. He was found then telling 
falsehood after falsehood about the matter. He then 
fled from apprehension, and was found, in short, 
acting as a guilty man would act. Such was a 
general view of the evidence in the case; and surely 
it would be sufficient to justify conviction unless he 
offered a reasonable explanation and defence. Not 
only the calm, lucid style, but also the weighty 
subject-matter of the Attorney-General’s excellent 
speech, was worthy high admiration as a model 
specimen of forensic eloquence. 


LEFROY’S ENTRANCE ON THE 
LAST DAY OF THE TRIAL. 


The prisoner was placed in the dock immediately 
Lord Coleridge took his seat on Tuesday morning.

OUR MERCANTILE NAVY. 


Eighteen new ships were launched during October 
from the building yards on the Clyde, at Middles- 
brough, Hull, Liverpool, &c., for the ocean and 
coasting trades. Of these seventeen were steel and 
iron steam-vessels, the power of their engines being 
equivalent to nearly 9000 horses. The most im- 
portant launch was that of the steamer Virginia, 
which was built by Palmer’s Shipbuilding Company 
for Messrs. Leyland and Co., for the Boston trade. 
The feature of this vessel’s build is that she has three 
iron decks and four iron pole masts, her tonnage 
being more than 4000. The next in importance was 
the steamer Shannon, for the Peninsular an 
Oriental Company, her engine power being 4000- 
horse. Tho total tonnage of the eighteen vessels 18 
34,630 tons, most of them being classed 100 A at 
Lloyd's, and some in the Liverpool Underwriters' 
book. Four are for the American trade (chiefly 
cattle), two for the Australian, two for China, two 
for the East Indies, two for coasting, and one for the 
Pacific.
